The great problem is how to se­ 
cure a refreshing sleep which brings 
comfort at night and prepares one 
to endure the most trying days.

says that if ytrti will put a piece f>f- 
; floor matting on your mattress and 
sleep on the matting you will have 
no trouble. 
“In this way a cer­ 
tain amount of ventilation passes be­ 
tween the body and the mattress, 
and it is the lack of ventilation that 
causes one to be restless on a warm 
night.”
